Poth died within a few min­ 
utes. 
Emily Herter lived in Germany with 
her parents when 9he first met Teich, 
who was a silk weaver. 
Teich was 
possessed 
of a violent 
temper and 
Emily 
feared 
to marry 
him.

parents also objected. 
But Teich was 
Insistent, so the girl left Germany se­ 
cretly and came to America.

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 22.—The 
naval yacht Mayflower with President
